A rule of the 


Post Office Department requires the 
railroads to deliver all mails if the 
post office is within 80 rods. 
If over 


$0 rods the government pays for the 
delivering of mails. At the present 
time the W. M. R. R. pays for delivery 
of mail from its trains to the post of- 
fice, while the government pays ior de- 
livery of mails from the Reading de- 
pot. The measurements made showed 
that railroads would deliver mails to 
the Cobean and Scott corners, the gov- 
ernment would have to pay for mails 
of the W. M. R. R. to the Dickson cor- 
ner and from both railroads to the 
McSherry, O'Xeal and Stable corner.
